Uur Distinguished Guest —Response by Mr. Jus- 
tice Woods, which was as follows: 

Gentlemen: By an act of cengress approved 
June 4, 1872, acircuit courtof the United States 
for the uwarrnern district of Georgia was for the 
first time est bim»-4 Up to that date the powers 
of acircuit court had oven conferred upon the 
district judge. After the pawage of the act re 
ferred to 1t became my duty & cireuit jadge to. 
attend the United States court «lt thie piace, | 
remember well how kiudly I was receiveu hy the 
bar of this c.ty. On the occasion of my 4r., 
visit bere a dinner was iven 

the lawyers of Atianta and 

in this very room by our common friend, Judge 
O. A. shrane, then chief justice ot,d.eurgi:. 
I can never forget the generous sentinfents ex- 
pressed on that occasion, nor the uniform fortear- 
a.ce and courtesy with which I have ever since 
beer. treated by the lawyers of this district 
Dou the administration of the law I have 
oftengive é6r supposed offense. In aimost 
ev cause tried in a court there is a defeated 
and discomfited party. Aas a rule the lawyer 
be ieves, and in this he is as likely to be 
wrong as right, that his clients’ side of the case is 
the right side and when that side does not pre- 
vail be is very apt to thiak that injustice has been 
d. ne his client and himself, 

Yet during the ee years in which I have sat 
in your court herel have never received from 
any member ofthe bar in word ,or action the 
slightest discourtesy. [have no doubt the de- 
treated eounsel have exercised their right to curse 
the judge. but they have never exceeded the 24 
hours, humanly allowed by custom for that pur- 
pose and the cursing has never been done even 
figuratively in court, but always in private; 
and tbey have always come up sinilingly 
to the next eneounter. Aud what I say of yuu, 
gentlemen, is true of all the lawyers of this cir- 
cult. 
lam pot enly indebted to the bar of this and 
other districts for the display of uniform good 
manvers, but for immense assistance iu the dis- 
charge of my duties. The labor put upon a judge 
would be impossible of perf rmance if he were 
left to grope his way through the cases without 
the aid of the learuivg, research and argu- 
ments of counsel. In this respect I acknowleuge 
my .great obligations to this bar. It is true I could 
have got along sometimes just as well if the argu- 
ments had not beeu quire -o long, but when left 
ts decide a case without any argument atall, 
I bave alweys felt thata very great burden was 
laid upon my shoulders. The lawyef is as indis 
pensibie a part of the machinery for the admiais- 
tratiun cf toe laws as tne courtor the jury, and 
when all these bear their just proporticn of the 
labor »nd act with an enlightened seuse of 
responsibility, the failure of justice 
is - rare. One word on .another subject: 
Since I have set upon the jederal bench 1 this 
circuit, I have kept one tuing steadily in view, 
aud that was so toad minister the law as to encour 
age the sentiment that the courts of the United 
Sscates were pot conrts ofa foreign jurisdiction, 
but courts which belouged to the people of the 
districts in which they were held, in common 
with all the people’s of the Unieid States, not or- 
guuized to oppress but to protect them in their 
rights, ahd mete ont even-handed justice to all 
clases. I hope this effort which has beea show- 
ed hy the district judges has not 
been unsnecessful, and I believe it has not. I 
think Tam justified in this belief by the fact that 
mavy causes in which the federal and state courts 
have jurisdiction are brought in or removed to 
the federal courts by resident citizens of the dis- 
trict in which they are brought. 

I hope to see this sentiment grow. I don’t 
want the federal courts to be looked upon as en- 
gines of oppression, organized at Washington by 
an alien government, but courts to which the peo- 
ple may confidently turao for fairness, justice aud 
the impartial administration of their own laws, 
both state and nati nal, eonrts hetc by cheir own 
fellow-citizens for the benefit and protection of 
all the ple of all the states of acommon coun 
try. (Great applause. ]
